^Straight life insurance is a benifi- 
cent institution and should be encour- 
aged in every way, by individuals, by 
business, and by the government; the 
other kind of insurance is too much 
like an Investment and while justifia- 
ble a.s such, should not be regarded in 
the same light as straight insurance. 
A man has no right to speculate on his 
own life for his own benefit. At this 
time there is a general tendency to- 
ward the straight life policies on the 
part of companies and fraternals that 
have heretofore handled only the pre- 
ferential insurance.

"The beauty of life insurance is that 
it represents ready money, and ready 
money is what is needed upon the 
death of the wage earner.

Parker "but there are comparatively 
few real salesmen.

"To be a successful salesman, a man 
must be forceful, aggressive, diplomat 
ic, persevering, good natured; 
he 
must, have the ability t'o accept tem- 
porary defeat gracefully,.and he must 
understand 
psychology 
in 
all 
its 
phases. 
Above all he must have the 


underlying principle of honesty, confi- 
dence 'in his .house, confidence in the 
goods he sells, and the belief that the 
commodity which

selling is 
needed by the man with whom he is 
attempting- to do business, He must 
be able to project his thoughts into 
the mind of the man with whom he is 
talking fit such a way that the subject 
will bo thoroughly understood by the 
one who is receiving these ideas. 
"I have little respect for the sales- 
man who, when temporarily beaten, 
fets impatient or sarcastic, and.if he 
as an opportunity, after losing out, 


of going 'back to the dealer and slan- 
dering Bis more successful competitor 
and at the same time, by inference, 
at least, telling the -dealer what, bad 
Judgment and poor taste he displayed 
in accepting the competitor's goods. 
In continuing, Mr. Parker cautioned 
against the knocking of competitors, 
urging that true frankness is desira- 
ble, that comparisons may be drawn 
between your own article and that of 
vour competitor which will undoubted- 
ly show your own superiority without 
a bit of knocking.

bound to be successful.

why I am carrying the insurance that 
i do, is that I .have come into contact 
with men of the calibre I have de- 
scribed. The agent who secures busi-
